the Janesville Cotton Mills, when inter- 
viewed by- a Gazette reporter today 
said:

"The two mills have a capacity of 20 


000 yards a day, of which the lower can 
turn out about 15,000.

The mother's explanation of the 
certificate is that it enabled her to get a 
cheaper passage for the girl from the 
old country. Inspector .Williams says 
it is intended to prosecute all cases with 
the utmost rigor 
of the.law. The in- 


spector has ordered twenty-five fi're es- 
capes placed on buildings in the city. 
He says that in all cases the. owners 
have readily agreed to meet tbe require- 
ments of the law.

-columns will be of two sizes, 20 large 
•and 40 of lesser heights. The larger 
-columns, which will be entirety white, 
•will have a base about five feet square 
_aii<3 win be surmounted by an eagle 
with outstretched wings perched on a 
.globe about 55 feet above the street. 


The base of each column on the sides 


facing the street and pavement will 
~bear the name of a famous battle. 
From the other two sides of the base 
will project pedestals supporting re- 
spectively a.finely conceived figure of 
-a soldier and sailor. • These figures will 
"be eight feet In height. 
"Dulce et 


Decorum est pro Patria. Mori" (It is 
•-sweet and glorious to die for one's 
-country) will be Inscribed on each col- 
umn. Midway up the shaft will be a 
stand of colors, containing eight flags. 
Each of the large columns will be il- 
luminated by 150 electric lights. 


The larger columns will be placed at 


"the corners^ of the streets; the smaller 
•colui>rfiS~wiIF intervene. 
The latter 


•(fill contain in all 80 names of distin- 
guished officers of the 'army and navy 
who are deceased, two names being in- 
•scribed on the face of each column. 


The upper part of the shaft will be 


red, the lower white. 
A large brass 


ball with a burgee floating from it .will 
•surmount the shaft, and some distance 
'below this, where the festooned bunt- 
ing is caught, will be fastened a large 
laurel wreath. 
Each of the smaller 


columns will contain 22 electric lights. 


Another feature of the encampment 


will be the naval display. Secretary

be 48 pages in the book. 


Ten thousand copies of the souvenir 


book will be issued, of which 7,500 are

.When the encampment is held, wo- 
men will play a prominent part in the 
work and the festivities. The Women's 
Relief corps, which Is auxiliary to the

AT 


COLUMBIA HALL, 


Blue Ribboners Gathered At Columbia 


Hall Yesterday—Father E. M. Me 
Ginnity Gives An Interesting Talk 
Along the Lines of Temperance- 
Others Speak—Attendance Large. 


The Janesville Chapter of the Francis 


Murphy Temperance League held a 
meeting nt Columbia hall 
yesterday 


afternoon. 


Al. Smith, assistant secretary of the 


league in Janesville, said today that 
considering the very warm weather the 
meeting yesterday was an entire suc- 
cess. ' The attendance was about 300. 


The meeting was called to order at 3 


o'clock. 
Dr. James Mills, president of 


the league, presided and opened by in- 
troducing Father E. M. McGinnity who 
spoke in part as follows: 


'Ladies and Gentlemen—I feel com- 


plimented by this ' invitation, although, 
during the months of July and August. 
I have not been in the habit of doing 
any public speaking, 
even in my owe 


church. I think it is a rest for the peo- 
ple, as well as for myself. 


Even it you do not feel like sweating 


in the heat,, it shows a good disposition 
in the cause of temperance and shows 
you are aoxious to do what you can to 
carry on the good cause, which Francis 
Murphy has established here in Janes- 
ville,—a man who has spent at least half 
of a life time in the temperance cause. 


Drunkenness expels reason, drowns 


memory, defaces beauty, 
demolishes 


strength. It is a witch to the senses, a 
thief 
to _ the puree and a devil to 
the 


soul. It is the beggar's companion: it 
makes a strong man weak and a wise 
man a fool. 


The first effect of drunkenness is, that 


it expels reason and this destroys all. 
When God created man, He imbued him 
with reason and good will, and can man 
throw aside that which God has given 
him for the direction of bin actions, and 
•not be held responsible for the crimes 
committed while in that state? 


Drunkenness leads to gradual death, 


and when least expected. 
In many in- 


stances I have witnessed, there are a few 
I shall never forget. 
In one of our 


neighboring towns a short time ago. a 
certain young man onj returning from 
the bar 
room, where he had indulged 


too freely, so much so that he lay down 
on the railroad track and fell into a deep 
slumber from whichhenever fully awoke, 
but he awoke just as the train was 
passing, and seeing one of his. friends, 
begged him for God's Bake to pull off 
his boots. 
When his friends went to 


comply with his request, he found that 
both his boots and legs had .been taken 
off. 
You will no doubt come to 
the 


conclusion that he was an. Irishman, and 
so he \yas-therefore he was a disgrace 
to the land that gave him birth and to 
the country that gave him subsistence. 


Another instance is of a man, of lim 


ited means, who, having indulged too 
freely in the contents of the glass, had 
but strength enough left in his limbs to 
throw himself on the railroad track, on 
which he laid his neck, and then and 
there ended his days. He was not,-as 
in the former instance, an Irishman, but 
an American citizen, and of American 
parents.

POLICE BATTLE WITH THE MOB 


The Rioters. Yield 
Only After a Desperatf 


Combat. 


CHURCH 
PROPERTY IS DESTROYED, 


Altnm, Pulpit* ami Pictures Torn Doivn 


and Burned by the Mob—Even the 
*Ho«t 
Desecrated — Sixty 
Policoiucii 


Wounded uucl Four or Five of the 
Injured May 
Dlo—Autl-Scuiltlcs the 


Leaders 
lu 
a 
Movement 
Which 


Threatens to liecoiue a Revolution. 


Paris,. Aug. 21.—With every hour 


the importance of Sunday's rioting be- 
comes more apparent. What promised 
at first to be only an ordinary street 
demonstration developed into a dis- 
turbance that verged .on revolution. 
The sacking o£ St. Joseph's church was 
a scene recalling the days of the com- 
mune. Not a portable, inflammable or 
breakable article was left in the secred 
building by the mob, and the destruc- 
tion of the btructure itself at one time 
seemed imminent. 
Oil was poured 


over the choir loft and the woodwork 
"was ablaze when help came and the 
flames were extinguished. 


The police, aided by 'the military, 


had all they could do to prevent even 
more serious trouble. Pitched battles 
in the streets were waged during the 
afternoon and late into the 
night. 


Several times it seemed that the offi- 
cers were on the point of utter rout. 
Hundreds of persons were wounded 
and suspects by the score, were placed 
under arrest.. 


Paris, Aug. 21.—Serious riots oc- 


curred here 
Sunday afternoon. 
The 


trouble originated in an- attack made 
by anarchists-on anti-Semites. 


A thousand anarchists under Sebas- 


tian Faure assembled in the Place de 
la Republique and resisted the police 
•who attempted to disperse them. The 
latter fought, bravely, but were finally 
overpowered. 


. A police commissary and an inspect- 
or attempted to arrest some riotors 
Tvho were carrying a red flag, but they 
•were trampled upon and beaten with 
bludgeons. 
A number of shots were 


fired by the mob. 


The inspector was mortally injured 


by the clubs, and the commissary was 
hit by a bullet, receiving a ssrious 
wound. Four other policemen wera 
stabbed. 


Notwithstanding their defeat, the po- 


lice made a number of arrests, among 
their prisoners being Faure. 


-AiKirullista SaclE Three Churches. 
Subsequent to the 
rioting in 
the 


Place 
de la 
Republique the mob 


marched to the Rue' St. Maur, where 
they stormed the churches of St. Maur 
and St. Joseph. 


They entered the buildings and while 


some of them tore down the altars and 
pulpits, 
others 
seized . the 
sacred, 


pictures, holy .vessels and the 
mon- 


strances containing consecrated wa- 
fers, all of which were thrown into the 
street. 


The altars and 
pulpits 
furnished 


wood for a bonfire, and all the seized 
church, property., was burned.

While the rioters were storming St. | 


Nicholas' c'hurch they were charged 
by police and cavalry, but they suc- 
ceeded in carrying out their plan de- 
pite the efforts to disperse them. 


Sacking of St. Joseph's Clxiircli. 


The mob which attacked St. Joseph's 


church carried hatchets 
and 
long 


knives, which they had stolen from the 
counters of various shops. 
The aged 


sacristan, seeing the rioters 
coining, 


hastily closed the outer gates, but his 
precaution was futile. 


The mob attacked the gates 
with 


hatchets and long bars of iron, aad 
they were soon forced open. The mas- 
sive oak doors were next 
attacked. 


They finally gave way and the horde 
burst into the church. 


In.the twinkling of an eye the sacred 


place 'became a scene of pillage and 
sacrilege. The six side altars and 'bap- 
tismal font were broken, pictures were 
rent,-and the statues ami other devo- 
tional objects were hurled to the floor 
and smashed to pieces. 


The Host TrampUul Under Foot. 


Undeterred by the fear of sacrilege, 


the miscreants next attacked tbe 'high 
altar. 
The tabernacle was torn from 


its place. 
The 
sacred 
hosts 
were 


thrown to the ground and trampled 
upon, • an-d 
the 
candlesticks 
were 


broken. 


A figure of the Savior hanging on a 


great cross above the altar was made 
the aim for all sorts of missiles and 
was fractured in several places. 


While.raucous voices sang1 tLe "Car- 


magnole" the. rioters seized the chairs 
and carried them to the small square 
in front of the church, where a bonfire 
was made o£ them.. 


Not 
content with the 
destruction 


that had been wrought, some of the 
mob returned to the sanctuary and 
succeeded in pulling down the crucifix, 
which they then threw into the flames. 


Virgln'a Statue PnUccl Down. 


Some one raised the cry that the 


•tatue of the Virgin had beftn forgot- 
ten. Back Into the church pourerl the 
crowd and quickly they 'pulled down 
the image. 


Meanwhile 
the 
sacristan, 
whose 


name is Thoreau, had been captured 
by the anarchists. 
He succeeded in 


escaping, however, and 
immediately 


warned the police. 


A detachment 
of the 
Republican 


guard and many constables soon ar- 
rived,- but they were compelled to fall 
back.in order to form a line of defense, 
the 'anarchists fiercely attacking them 
with knives. 


At length the officers began to gain 


the mastery. Some twenty anarchists 
sought refuge in a house -adjacent to 
the church, while others re-entered the 
church itself. 


Rioters Besieged In Bolfry. 


The latter intrenched thismselves i«| 


the belfry, in which they were regu- 
larly besieged by 
the Republican 


guards. They fiercely defended them- 
selves, showering down on their as- 
sailants any missile they could lay 
their hands upon. 


They were presently overcome and 


twenty of them were arrested and tak- 
en to the police station amid cheers 
from the crowd which meanwhile had 
gathered along the route. 


Upon being searched the prisoners 


were found to be carrying revolvers, 
loaded sticks and knives. 


When the police entered the church 


the anarchists had just set fire to the 
pulpit, which they had been unable to 
destroy. 


Church Interior n Wreck. 


The interior of tbe church is simply 


a wreck. Several valuable old pictures 
were destroyed, and they can never be 
replaced. 


After the mob had been, driven away 


Abbe Lacour, the incumbent of St. Jo-' 
seph's, collected the fragments of tho 
blessed sacrament, which were scat- 
tered around the sanctuary, and 
re- 


placed them in the ciborluin. As he 
did so he was heard lamenting. 


The bonfire in front of the church 


was extinguished by the people living 
in near-by houses. 


Collection Boxes Plundered. 


All the collection boxes were plun- 


dered. The attack occurred at G o'clock 
in the evening-. 


St. Joseph's church is in one of the 


poorest and most squaiid parts of the 
city, but when the mob, like the'old 
communists, brought 
petroleum and 


tried to set fire to the 
choir, many 


members of the parish tried to prevent 
them, but were badly mauled. 


The firemen soon isolated the names, 


which were crackling along the old 
worm-eaten choir. 


Angered by Guerln's Rebellion. 


On Saturday night a nurnber'of revo- 


lutionary socialists, angered by Guer- 
in's continued defiance'of the govern- 
ment, held a meeting and resolved to 
make a demonstration against the an- 
ti-Semites. 


Copies of the resolution 'were circu- 


lated by the revolutionary -organ, the 
Journal du Peuple, the populace being 
called upon to move against the priests 
and Jesuits. 


It was a fine afternoon, 
and the 


demonstration attracted thousands of 
Sunday idlers. Soon the crowds were 
carried away by the harangues of the 
leaders, and many and frequent were 
the cries of "Down 'with 
Rochefort, 


Drumont and Guerin." 


It was at this point that the police 


interfered, 
whereupon 
the 
crowd 


turned upon, them 


Fifty Policemen 'Wounded. 


During the fighting that has occurred 


fifty police were wounded. There were 
Qfty arrests. 


A vast crowd,, estimated to number 


20.000 persons, assembled at night in 
the Boulevard de Magenta, which, in- 
tersects the Rue de Chabrol, in -which 
street is located the headquarters of 
the anti-Semite league. 
• . 


There was a large crowd in Rue 


Reaumur, around 
the offices of 
the 


Petite Republique. 


It is nota.ble that the west end of 


Paris is even quieter than usual on a 
Sunday in August. 


Mob Leaders Ran Away. 


Faure, with four couEederates'named 


Dhorr, Ferriere, Perriu and Weil, 
funked when it was seen that blood 
had been shed. 


The five men tried to make their es- 


cape by climbing to the top of a tram 
car which was going toward the Lou- 
vre. 


Inspector Noriot saw them, however, 


and stopped the car and arrested them. 
Thej' were all .locked up in the Cha- 
teau d'Eau barracks. 


The anti-Semite leader Guerin and 


his friends, who are barricaded in the 
headquarters 
of 
the 
anti-Semite 


league, defying the authorities to ar- 
rest them, are running short of bread. 
Some of their friends on" the outside 
attempted to smuggle supplies to them, 
but were prevented by the police. 


More Arrests Are Expected. 


There are rumors that further ar- 


rests of plotters against the govern- 
ment will be made, but they cannot be 
confirmed. It was stated that the ar- 
rest of M. Millevoye, an anti-Dreyfus 
leader, was imminent, and he went to 
Prefect of Police Lepine to ask IE the 
report was true. The latter said that 
the government had no intention of 
arresting him. 


La Patrie declares 
that 'English 


newspapers 
paid 
Esterhazy

francs to declare himself the author 
of the bordereau. This refers to Es- 
terhazy's 
latest story that he wrote

of mice played a prominent part has j 
)een decided on the appeal to Binger i 
Hermann, commissioner of the gen- 
ral land office at Washington. The 
;odents are not mentioned in the deci- 
sion, but the man whom it was claimed 
allowed the mice to establish a resi- 
dence in his bed Is allowed to retain 
possession o£ -his homestead, the rul- 
ing of the local land office beir-g re- 
versed and the contest dismissed. A 
peculiar feature of the case is that 
when the family of mice was first men- 
tioned it was contended that their 
presence in the bed of the entryman 
argued an abandonment of the home- 
stead, and the local land office appar- 
ently took the same view of the mat- 
ter. 
But when the decision .was ap- 


pealed from it was set up that the 
presence of the mice was an argument 
in favor of the homesteader. Fred O. 
Grutt was the entryman, having taken 
up .a homestead near Davenport three 
years ago. Last August John O'Neil 
instituted a contest to the homestead 
entry, alleging that Grutt had aban- 
doned , the claim, did not keep up a 
continuous residence thereon, and that 
the only inhabitants of the shanty on 
the ranch were a family of • mice. 
After hearing the case the registrar 
and receiver decided that Grutt's en- 
try should be canceled. From this de- 
cision Grutt had sixty days in which 
to. file an appeal to the commissioner 
at Washington. 
The appeal was filed 


by Leo Walton, attorney for Grutt. In 
the appeal the mice family was re- 
ferred to as follows: "If there were 
any mice in this entryman's bed dur- 
ing the early part of September, 18BS, 
it plainly shows that the entryman 
did have a bed on the land at the 
time."

Some of the uiost prominent lawyers 


in this country and representatives of 
the legal profession from otbur coun- 
tries will gather in Buffalo early in 
September to attend tlio conferences of 
the AmcrJcan Bar association and the 
International Law association. 


The names and reputations of many 


'of the leading American'delegates are 
.-well kno-svu. The English reproscnta- 


' tires, however, are men who have sel- 


dom if ever crossed tlie ocean. At each 
of these conferences England is repre- 
.seirted by some of her best lawyers. 
Lord Chief Justice Kussell was a dele- 
gate to one of these, gatherings a year 
or two ago. 


This yenr the English delegation is 


headed by the Hon. -Sir-William Rann 
Kennedy, justice of the queen's bench 
division, high court of justice. He will 
read a paper before the American Bar 
association and deliver the inaugural 
address as chairman of the eighteenth 
conference of the International Law 
association. 


Justice Kennedy is a Cambridge man 


and has an honorable record at the 
university as. a medal winner and sen- 


. ior classic. 
He was called to the bar 


from Lincoln's Inn and, entering into 
active practice in Liverpool, made a 
specialty of maritime and commercial. 
law. 
He. wrote a learned work on 


"Law of Civil Salvage," which has 
been accepted as "a standard treatise on 
a complex branch of law. In politics 
he was an earnest .Liberal and unsuc- 
cessfully contested Blrkcnhead in two 
elections and subsequently St. Helens, 
but has never succeeded i.u entering 


'parliament. 
After "taking silk" In 


London he was appointed to the 
queen's bench by Lord Herschcll. 


Justice Kennedy is one of the youn- 


gest men on the queen's bench, being in 
his fifty-fourth year and at the ma- 
turity of nig powers. As a barrister

he had .a wide-range of-practice, and 
on the bench he.has proved himself to 
be a sound, .conservative jurist. . 
.- His scholarly 'tastes, which were de- 
veloped at Cambridge, have enabled 
.him to-write.a standard work of law 
and have.also interested him in those 
abstract questions Which are consid- 
ered at. international law conferences.- 
He will preside with ..keen intelligence 
and stately dignity over the Buffalo 


• - conference, for he is pre-eminently a 


student of commercial and internation- 
al law. 
• 


Accompanying Justice Kennedy will 


be Mr. Joseph Walton, Q. C. -He was 
'educated at the Jesuit college of Stony- 
hurst. A sincere Roman Catholic in 
•religion and an uncompromising Rad- 
ical in politics, he has not secured a 
place on the English bench to which 
his eminent talents as a barrister have 
entitled him. He practiced for sev- 
eral years 
in Liverpool, the great 


school of English commercial law, and 
IB one of the leaders of tbe English 
bar, Svith an Immense practice in Lon- 
don. 


In his own "specialty, which, is mari- 


time and company law, he is a strcmg 
advocate, with remarkable lucidity of 
mind, and he Is one of the -most genla! 


. men in the profession. 
He will take 


. an important part in the discussions 


of tho conference of international law 
and will also read a paper on "Legal 
Education" before the American Bar 
association. 


Another delegate is Mr. Thomas Gil- 


bert Carver, Q. C., who willtnke an 
active part, in the Buffalo conference. 
He" took high rank at St. John's col- 
lege, Cambridge, and practiced law for 
17.years'in Liverpool before going to 
London, where he has won a great 
reputation in commercial and marl- 
timo cases-. 
. 


Mr. Carver's chief interest In the 


conference lies in the adoption of a 
new code of rules in marine .Insur- 
ance, by which American, English and 
continental practice may bo brought 
Into accord and uniformity without 
legislation. '• The sj-stem which-he ad- 
Tocates. denls with points on which 
serious differences occur in the law 
and practice of maritime countries ancf 
If the proposed rules are incorporated 


x In policies will operate by contract, 


like the York-Antwerp rules, to pro- 
vent conflicts in marine insurance law. 


Mr. Carver took a prominent .part in 


the last conference of the International 
Law association, and he will explain 
his now rules at both meetings to be 
held in Buffalo. 
If he be properly 


supported by the leading companies 
as well as the delegates, the insurance 
laws of the world may be simplified 
nnd reformed by the application of the 
Buffalo rules to the contracts of mar 
rlne policies.
